Regarding claim 1, Applicant and examiner discussed their interpretations on the word "imminent." Applicant argued 
that since Lin's processor is idle when speculative spill/fill operations are performed, and that there must be available 
bandwidth in order to execute those operations, then a procedure retum is not imminent (because if the processor Is 
idle, how can a return be imminent). Essentially, applicant believes that "imminent" implies a sense of urgency. The 
examiner responded by saying that "imminent" does not necessarily have to be limited to implying urgency because 
broader definitions of the word exist, which allow Lin to anticipate the claim. It was suggested that applicant try to 
make a specification-supported claim amendment which elaborated on what is meant by "imminent." 

Regarding claim 14. Applicant argued that the loads are not detected in a cache, but in a buffer instead. The examiner 
argued by saying that they are both storage areas for holding instructions, and the buffer was being viewed as a sub- 
cache, i.e., part of the overall cache. 
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
